As understood by the abstract, JP59170130 is directed to forming a plastic or 
rubber magnet, not to a process of applying a magnetic composition to a printable substrate. 
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US 5994990 and DE 19739174, are directed to extrusion molded magnets. 

EP 0 315 063 A2 is directed to a magnetic paint which is coated out of solvent to 
form a magnetic layer.
